Washington, Dec. 8 (A*)—The 
Justice 
Department 
says 
that 
since the government took over 
General Aniline and Film Cor­ 
poration the firm’s net worth and 
sales havd more than doubled 
while executive salaries and legal 
expenses liv e been lowered. 
Also, the department told Sen­ 
ator Wiley (R.-Wis.) yesterday, 
under government control the cor­ 
poration has paid nearly $8,000,- 
000 dividends and about $50,000,- 
000 in income and excess profits 
taxes 
into 
the 
United 
States 
Treasury. 
General Aniline, second largest 
producer in America of photo 
supplies, is the largest company 
that passed into the hands of the 
Office of Alien Property during 
the war. Senator Wiley said sev­ 
eral weeks ago he had reports 
that the 
alien 
property office 
handled 
its 
properties 
like 
a 
'‘super 
gravy 
train.” 
W i l e y 
charged the office had “skeletons 
in its closet." He asked the Jus­ 
tice Department for reports on 
the management and legal per­ 
sonnel of the ten largest proper­ 
ties handled by the office. 
Bsyaton Heads Office 
Assistant Attorney G e n e r a l 
Harold I. Baynton heads the of­ 
fice. 
Baynton wrote the report 
on General Aniline, and sent it, 
with an accompanying letter, to 
Wiley’s office. 
Baynton said in­ 
formation on the other nine firms 
is being collected. Baynton made 
his letter and report public be­ 
cause, he said, Wiley had called it 
information to which the public 
was entitled. 
There was no im­ 
mediate comment from Wiley. 
In 1942 the alien property of­ 
fice seized about 98 per cent of 
General Aniline’s capital stock, on 
the grounds that the stock was 
owned by I. G. Far ben, the Ger­ 
man dye trust. 
In 1941, last full year of Gen­ 
eral Aniline operation as a priv­ 
ately operated corporation, Bayn­ 
ton said, it had a net worth of 
$35,000,000, 
paid 
its 
president 
$90,000 a year, fts vice president 
$85,000, and paid out $542,566 in 
legal fees. 
Figures Given 
Baynton gave these compara­ 
tive figures ior the company under 
government control: 
Present net worth, $82,500,000. 
Compensation in 1950 to Jack 
Frye, $72,000. 
Frye has 
been 
president of General Aniline and 
its sales subsidiary, General Dye­ 
stuff Corp., since 1947. 
That was “the largest compen­ 
sation to any officer since the 
company came under government 
control,” Baynton said. 
Frye is 
the former head of Trans World 
Airlines. 
The largest year’s legal fees 
under government control—paid 
in 1946-$321,159. 
The report said the law firm of 
Langner, Parry, Card and Lang- 
ner had received the most legal 
fees from the firm under govern­ 
ment operation—$415,271. 
Baynton said the law firm of for­ 
mer Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson—(Steptoe and Johnson — 
had been paid fees of 1346,016. 
Johnson was president of the 
company under government con­ 
trol from July, 1942 to February, 
1947. Baynton said Johnson re­ 
ceived compensation of $243,969. 
He said that included Johnson’s 
services as a director of General 
Aniline and General Dyestuff for 
various periods between 1942 and 
1949. Johnson resigned to become 
secretary of defense. 
Since g o v e r n m e n t seizure, 
Baynton said, “the corporation’s 
sake have increased from ap­ 
proximately $46,000,000 to $95,- 
000,000“ a year.. 


Washington, Dec. 8 
—The 
Treasury is beginning to see its 
way out of an acute shortage of 
coins. 
For months now, many stores 
and banks have been hard put for 
enough pennies and other coins to 
keep up with their transactions. 
They’ve had to resort to hasty 
borrowing from one another oc­ 
casionally, 
and 
federal reserve 
banks have rationed some coins 
among member banks in their 
districts. 
Leland Howard, assistant direc­ 
tor of the mint, said today the 
coin supply is still “nip and tuck." 
But he added that, even with 
Christmas shopping under way, he 
thinks there will be enough coins 
to meet demands of the nation s 
expanding economy. 
He said that coin rationing by 
federal reserve banks is expect­ 
ed to end next month at the lat­ 
est. The usual policy is to permit 
unlimited 
exchange 
of 
dollar 
bills for coins. 
Outlines Program 
Here is how’ the situation de­ 
veloped and what the mint is do­ 
ing about it, as outlined by How­ 
ard. 
It costs money to make money 
—25 cents for a pound of copper 
to make 145 pennies. 
The mint asked Congress for 
an appropriation big enough to 
pay for producing 1,750,000,000 
coins in the year which began 
July I—an output that w’ould 
have taken about 7,000 tons of 
metal. 
But Congress allowed the mint 
funds for production of only 1,- 
325,000,000 coins. 
On top of that, nickel and cop­ 
per are scarce defense materials. 
For o n e,month, September, the 
mint couldn’t get any copper at 
all to make pennies. 
Demand Increases 
At the same time, the demand 
for coins 
has 
been increasing 
sharply. More states and cities are 
putting on sales taxes, and that 
takes more pennies. More and 
more buying of all sorts of things 
is being done through coin-op­ 
erated vending machines. 
Because 
of 
its 
shortage 
of 
funds and materials, and the grow­ 
ing demand, the mint couldn’t 
turn out coins as fast as they 
were needed in the business marts. 
The treasury appealed to citi­ 
zens to turn in their piggy bank 
hoards of coins and get savings 
stamps or dollars instead. That 
brought a lot of coins out from 
hiding.

Just 20 years ago on Dec. 7, 
1931, the then new Ulster County 
Tuberculosis Hospital was official­ 
ly opened. 
Early in the present century, 
in 1909, a group of citizens who 
w’ere becoming more and more 
concerned about the large num­ 
ber of people In Ulster county who 
w’ere dying from tuberculosis es­ 
tablished the Ulster County Com­ 
mittee on the Prevention of Tu­ 
berculosis. Heading the committee 
was the late Judge Joseph M. 
Fowler. 
One of the committee's first ac­ 
tions resulted in the establish­ 
ment of a tuberculosis camp. The 
people of the county were can­ 
vassed and a total of more than 
$4,000 was raised through 
the 
committee’s efforts. 
County Gave $6,000 
Because this was only a tem­ 
porary. arrangement plans w’ere 
made to establish a hospital and 
the county board of supervisors 
appropriated $6,000 for this pur­ 
pose. On April 29, 1910, the first 
county tuberculosis hospital 
in 
New York state was opened in 
Kingston. 
It soon became apparent to the 
committee that 
these facilities 
were inadequate. The committee, 
with the help of many other in­ 
terested persons, began to lay the 
groundwork that would one day 
be the present tuberculosis hospi- 
i tai. Property on Golden Hill was 
acquired by the county board of 
supervisors and the cornerstone 
was laid in October of 1930. 
Cost $200,000 
The cost of the building was 
over $200,(XX), and many of the 
rooms were furnished by citizens 
of the county. On December 7, 
1931, everything was complete 
and the hospital began opera­ 
tions with Dr. Frederic Holcomb 
and Dr. Frederick Voss as the 
first superintendents. 
Since that 
time, under the 
guidance of Dr. Holcomb; of Dr. 
Weber, who was the first full 
time superintendent, and of Dr. 
Joseph Jacobson, present super­ 
intendent, the hospital has con* 
tinued to function, helping those 
who have contracted tuberculosis 
back to their place in the com­ 
munity. 
Soon after the new hospital 
began 
operations, 
out - patient 
j clinics were established and these 
have 
continued 
through 
the 
years, supplementing the work of 
case finding done at the hospital 
itself.

New York, Dec. 8 (A*)—Coast-to­ 
co ast color television enabled hun­ 
dreds of doctors yesterday to “sit 
in” on a heart operation that 
meant life or death to the 20-year- 
old patient. 
Operating at Los Angeles Coun­ 
ty General Hospital was Dr. John 
C. Jones. Physicians in New York, 
Chicago and Los Angeles watched 
the color screen as he repaired the 
defective aorta of Richard C. Rus­ 
sell of Pacoima, Calif. 
Late last night, Russell regained 
consciousness and talked a little. 
He was described as resting com­ 
fortably and doing fine. 
Russell was born with a narrow­ 
ing in the aorta, the main artery 
leading from the heart. Since his 
ailment was diagnosed l l years 
ago. the youth has been forced to 
lead a very sheltered existence. Al­ 


though engaged, he was warned 
not to marry. His life expectancy 
had narrowed to several more 
years. 
The first transcontinental medi­ 
cal TV color-cast was witnessed in 
Los Angeles by the youth’s moth­ 
er, Mrs. James C. Russell, who 
said: 
“I didn’t think I could watch, 
but I’m glad I did. 
I am glad 
Richard did it. 
It might help 
someone else some day.” 
Doctors unanimously acclaimed 
the color-cast of the operation, 
performed at the clinical session 
cf the American Medical Associa­ 
tion and sponsored by Smith Kline 
Sc French Laboratories, Philadel­ 
phia, and CBS laboratories di­ 
vision. 
Color clearly detailed the tis­ 
sues, veins and arteries as Dr.

5 Items Turned Down 
by Reds With Long 
Harangue 


Munsan, Korea, Dec. 8 (JP)— 
United Nations negotiators today 
made another unsuccessful effort 
to break the long deadlock over 
policing a truce in Korea. 
The Reds rebuffed all UN over­ 
tures and again said “no” to 
every key UN proposal for super­ 
vising an armistice. 
After five hours of debate in 
which tempers on both sides of the 
conference table became frayed, 
the two-man subcommittees ap­ 
peared no nearer an agreement 
which would break the 12-day 
deadlock. 
Nonetheless, 
some 
observers 
saw hope of a compromise solu­ 
tion soon. They believe the nego­ 
tiations have reached the hard 
bargaining stage which frequently 
comes just before an agreement 
I is hammered out. 
The negotiators go hack to Pan- 
munjom for another session at l l 


I a. rn. Sunday (9 p. rn. EST Sat- 


I urday). 
Maj. Gen. Howard M. Turner, 
senior UN delegate, told corre­ 
spondents after the meeting ad­ 
journed: 
“I hope you are not eagerly ex­ 
pecting any big news.” 
Islands Discussed 
Turner said the subcommittees, 
spent much of the day discussing 
the status of United Nations-held 
islands off North Korea and the 
makeup of a proposed armistice 
commission. 
He said they were. 
at “complete stalemate” on both. 
In Tokyo, general headquarters 
accused the Communists of “at­ 
tempting to pour supplies, equip­ 
ment and men into North Korea" 
while the armistice talks are un­ 
derway. 
An information bulletin labeled 
“not an official release” declared 
“The Reds always have conferred 
on subjects only when they held 
a military advantage and when 
they could apply the pressure of 
their war machine.” 
At least twice during Friday’s 
session at Panmunjom Turner in­ 
vited the Communists to offer 
compromise proposals for solving 
the supervision deadlock. 
“We are the only ones to have 
made any overtures and conces­ 
sions to get on wtih the armistice,” 
Turner said. 
“What do you sug­ 
gest now in order to make any 
headway?” 
•Accept,* They Say 
A UN spokesman, Brig. Gen. 
William P. Nuckols, said the Com­ 
munist delegates replied: “Accept 
our proposals.” 
In a lengthy harangue, North 
Korean Maj. Gen. Lee Song Cho 
flatly rejected five points the UN 
allies insist must be included in 
any truce supervision agreement. 
Lee said the Communists would: 
1. Insist on the right to rebuild 
damaged airfields and construct 
new bases in North Korea. 
2. Refuse to concede the UN 
demand for rotation of troops and 
replacement of equipment during 
an armistice. 
3. Demand that the UN allies 
evacuate islands off the coast of 
North Korea and withdraw all 
naval forces from coastal waters. j 
4. Insist on rear area inspection 
only at mutually agreed ports of i 
entry and refuse United Nations 
demands for unlimited aerial re­ 
connaissance and the use of com­ 
munications 
lines 
by 
observer 
teams. 
5. Reject the United Nations 
proposal for a single armistice 
commission to supervise the truce 
and insist on a joint UN-Commu- 
nist commission with a separate 
orgaaization of neutral nations to 
provide observer teams. 
Gives Same Reply 
Turner said after Lee finished 
speaking, 
UN 
delegates 
again 
asked whether the Reds had an 
answer to a proposal that a sec­ 
ond subcommittee be created to 
begin work immediately on the 
problem of exchanging prisoners 
of war. 
Lee gave virtually the same 
reply he has used all week—“we 
have delivered your proposal to 
our senior delegate (North Ko­ 
rean Lt. Gen. Nam ll) and we 
will deliver it again today.” 
The negotiators also debated 
at length a Communist demafid 
that UN naval forces stay out of 
North Korean waters during an 
armistice. 
Turner said “we made it clear 
to them that our naval forces 
will withdraw from their coast 
to the distance required by in­ 
ternational law 
(three miles). 
But we do not intend to surren­ 
der our rights to sail the high 
seas as they insist.” 
As the negotiators tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to reach agreement on 
a program for policing an armi­ 
stice, Communist troops could be 
seen 
digging in 
along 
ridges

Paris, Dec. 8 (J")—The western 
j powers have reported authorita­ 
tively today to have informed UN 
1 Assembly President Luis Padillo 
, Nervo they have not agreed to 
the immediate prohibition of the 
atomic bomb. 
The Big Four delegations met 
for about two and one-half hours 
today after western power ad­ 
visers and delegates sat up most 
of the night preparing their re­ 
plies to a bombshell memorandum 
tossed before the Big Four by 
Padilla, who is presiding at the 
Big Four sessions. 
The Big Four will meet again 
Monday for what might be the 
final session of their closed-door 
talks. They are sitting as a sub­ 
committee of he assembly’s poli­ 
tical committee and have orders 
to report back Monday. 
Making It Clear 
Informed sources indicated that 
the United States, Britain and 
France were making it clear in 
no uncertain terms that they still 
stand for prohibition of atomic 
weapons only after a genuine and 
effective system of international 
control has been established and 
is working satisfactorily. They 
said this is far different from Rus­ 
sian demands for immediate pro­ 
hibition of the atomic weapons 
with controls to be talked about 
later.

Small Earthquake Is Felt 
A tPoughkeepsie;NoDamage 


Poughkeepsie, Dec. 8 (A*) 
A 
small earthquake in this area 
last night resulted in a flood of 
telephone calls to police but no 
immediate reports of injuries or 
damage. 
The tremor was recorded at 
11:37 p. rn. (EST) by the Colum­ 
bia 
University 
Geological 
Ob­ 
servatory at Palisades. 
The Rev. Joseph Lynfch, direc­ 
tor of the Fordham Seismological 
Laboratory, termed the shock a 
“local resettlement quake.” He 
further described it as a mild 
tremor, not dangerous, similar to 
creaking 
stairs 
in 
a 
settling 
house. 
However, one unidentified Dut­ 
chess county woman reported be­ 
ing knocked off her feet by the 
tremor. 
Both seismological laboratories 


reported an earlier quake, at 
11:33 p. rn. (EST), but placed 
that one at more than 1,000 
miles away in an undetermined 
direction. 


Quake Is Recorded 
Tucson, Ariz., Dec. 8 UP) — A 
distant earthquake described as 
“very severe” was recorded on 
the seismograph here at 9:34:21 
p. rn. (Mountain Time) yester­ 
day. 
Joel Campbell, technician in 
charge of the seismological ob­ 
servatory, said his instruments 
placed the quake about 12,000 
miles from Tucson in the vicinity 
of the Indian Ocean. 
Campbell said he dispatched a 
tidal wave warning from the 
Tucson station to another at 
Honolulu. The temblor, he added, 
was still*going on several hours 
after the first jolt. 


Based Upon Act 


Capehart Amendment Is 
Basis for B id— New 
High Reached 


Washington, Dec. 8 (JP)—The 
nation’s grocers want permission 
to charge higher prices—easing 
their plea primarily on increased 
costs. 
Price stabilization officials said 
they would conduct a quick sur­ 
vey of conditions in the nation’s 
360,000 food stores to see if 
“emergency” relief from present 
grocery store price ceilings is 
needed. 
But the officials indicat­ 
ed overall grocery price adjust­ 
ments would not come for some 
time. 
Your corner grocer took his 
plea for a bigger margin of profit 
to the Office of Price Stabilization 
(OPS) yesterday, through the Re­ 
tail Food Distributors Industry 
Advisory Committee. The com­ 
mittee represents both indepen­ 
dent and chain grocers. 
Price control officials said the 
requested increase might add one- 
half to one per cent to the coun­ 
try’s present food bill. 
Says Boost Needed 
The advisory committee told 
the OPS that the grocers need ta 
c l large their present overall profit 
margin by two percentage points. 
The 
requested 
increase 
in 
across-the-counter grocery profits 
came atop three developments 
this week bearing on food prices* 
1. OPS Wednesday gave thou* 
sands of manufacturers, proces­ 
sors, refiners and others—^includ­ 
ing businesses preparing meatg 
milk, butter and other foods for 
the retail market—permission to 
apply for higher ceiling prices. 
This was done on the basis of 
the Capehart amendment to tho 
price controls law. 
The amend­ 
ment, named for one of its au­ 
thors, Senator Capehart (R.-lnd.)a 
requires the government to let 
manufacturers and processors add 
virtually all business cost in­ 
creases from the outbreak of 
fighting in Korea through last 
July 26 to their price ceilings. A 
firm applying for increases on 
some of its lines must also sub­ 
tract any cost decreases affecting 
its other goods. 
New High Reached 
2. On Thursday, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics reported that re­ 
tail food prices reached a . new 
high on Nov. 15. The bureau said 
an eight-city survey pushed its in­ 
dex up to 231.2, compared to the 
1935-1939 average of IOO. That 
was about 14 per cent above pre- 
Korea prices. 
3. 
The Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics said yesterday that the 
general wholesale price level fell 
I 4/10 of one per cent during the 
week ended Dec. 4. 
The bureau 
said the decline resulted from low­ 
er prices for many farm com­ 
modities, listing raw wool, steers, 
hogs, eggs, oranges and potatoes 
as leading the fall.

SMUGGLED SMOKE 
The longest unfortified international bor­ 
dar in the world is a source of great pride 
for citizens of both Canada and the United 
States. It is a border without fences, guns 
or troops, a border across which citizens of 
the two nations can walk with no more for­ 
malities than a statement of citizenship and 
a declaration that no contraband is being 
carried. The border is a deeply satisfying 
mark of the friendship and trust between 
two nations. 
Such an easy, open border has drawbacks, 
however, and one of them is the difficulty 
of preventing smuggling. A note from Ot­ 
tawa says that Canadian customs officials are 
ashing about a million contraband American 
cigarettes every month. Cigarettes are much 
higher in price on the Canadian side of the 
border, mostly because of taxes, than on the 
Uhited States side. There is a handsome 
profit in taking the smokes into Canada 
without paying duties and taxes. The prob­ 
lem is familiar within the United States, too. 
Cigarettes have often been smuggled acroes 
state lines to avoid the taxes which are high­ 
er in one state than In a neighboring one. 
Smuggling of this nature could be stopped 
at the borders only by a rigid policy of 
thorough inspection of every person and ve­ 
hicle, under which a border would no longer 
be easy and friendly. But there Is another 
way to stop smuggling, or any other illicit 
trade, and that way is for the people to re- 
Bise to buy the illegal goods. Every illegiti­ 
mate commerce depends on the willingness 
of people to become a party to conspiracy 
against the law for the sake of saving a few 
pennies or obtaining something otherwise 
bard to come by. 


1952 STRATEGY 
Politics, not surprisingly, was an unofficial 
subject at the Southern Governors Confer­ 
ence at Hot Springs, Arkansas. Many of 
those present discussed ways and means of 
defeating President Truman. The method 
generally favored was to run an independent 
ticket in opposition to the regular Demo­ 
crats, lf the President Is the party candidate 
again.

The 
bolting candidates running independently 
could not rightfully represent themselves as 
Democratic party nominees. 
The dominant faction in Alabama went 
further and denied the regular Deihocratic 
ticket a place on the ballot It thus deprived 
cittern of the privilege of voting for the 
regular nominees if they wished. 
It is a basic right of bolters from k party 
to ran their own ticket and vote for it They 
will usually do best under their own colors.

I refuse to contribute to 
any organization which has even remote connec­ 
tions with Communists or on whose paid staff is a 
person with a Communist record. 
The appeal for big funds holds that it all 
averages out. But virtue cannot be average; it is 
absolute. 
It is governed by the natural law re­ 
vealed to man by God. At any rate, that is what, 
in our family, we believe. Therefore we prefer to 
give directly without the intermediary of the big 
fund. 
Charity I* a free-will offering at the altar of 
God.

Apparently a man of charac­ 
ter, upbraided the boy, told him of th# hungry who 
would regard such sandwiches as manna from 
heaven.

TOO MUCH VITAMIN MAT CAUSE SYMPTOMS 
The greatest addition to our knowledge of nu­ 
trition in recant years has been the discovery of 
the vitamins and their action on food and tissues. 
It is only natural, therefore, that many normal in­ 
dividuals have the idea that lf a certain amount of 
a pertain vitamin helpa a certain condition or ail­ 
ment, twice that amount will bring results in half 
the time. What they forget Is that the body needs 
or can use only a definite amount of a certain 
vitamin and that any more than that not only 
does not do any good or give any benefit, but may 
actually do harm. 
One of the moat frequent cases of hypervitamin- 
osls, as an excess of vitamins Is called, to too much 
vitamin A, used so much in skin diseases. 
In The Journal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. George Balr, New York, N. Y., states, 
“Observers have noted the following characteris­ 
tics of Chronic vitamin A poisoning: external thick­ 
ening of the covering of the affected bones, pain 
and swelling over long bones, irritability and fret­ 
fulness and increased concentration of vitamin A 
in the blood. The bones affected in this one case 
were those of the lower lag and foot. The outer 
parts of the bones were thickened and there was 
soft swelling of the flesh about these bones.” 
That excess vitamin A was the cs use of the 
symptoms was shown by the fact that when all 
vitamins were reduced to the normal dose and 
foods rich in vitamin A were reduced in amount, 
the symptoms gradually disappeared. Within three 
days, this first case, a 28-months-old child, was 
able to walk. By mistake, its grandmother had 
given it a daily dose of penomorph liver oil for a 
period of three months. Prolonged continuous use 
of excessive dosage of vitamin A seems to be nec­ 
essary before symptoms appear in children. 
For 
this reason, Dr. Balr suggests that long periods of 
, use of vitamin A in chronic skin ailments might 
well be dangerous. 
In some cases the thickening of the bones re­ 
mains, long after the disuse of vitamin A and the 
disappearance of the other symptoms—irritability, 
fretfulness, pain and swelling- 
Fortunately, the outlook (prognosis) in recog­ 
nized overdosage of vitamin A to excellent after

Already exerting a strong in­ 
fluence on the nation’s railroading 
is the National Association of 
Railroad Women, whose 52 mem­ 
bers hold executive or supervisory 
positions with most of the coun­ 
try’s main line rail companies. 
These girls aren’t female coun­ 
terparts of Casey Jones. They do 
not run the locomotives or toot 
the whistles. They leave that part 
of railroading to men. 
In Important Jobs 
They do, however, sit in im­ 
portant executive jobs where the 
woman’s viewpoint is reflected at 
the policy-making level. The im­

the big U. S. railroad companies. 
F. H. Baird, assistant vice presi­ 
dent of the New York Central 
Railroad, expressed a widespread

As need tai this article, a term 
policy la one that runs for a speci­ 
fied number of years and then 
must be renewed or converted 
while under premium-paying con­ 
ditions in order to keep the in­ 
surance in force. 
In the cases to be explained in 
this article, the policy eould be a 
five-year or an eight-year Nation­ 
al Service Life Insurance term 
policy, or it could be a five-year 
U. S. Government Life Insurance 
term policy. 
The phrase, “under waiver of 
premiums,” applies in this arti­ 
cle either to a term NSU or to a 
term USGLI policy that the per­ 
son wanted to keep in force while 
he was in service without paying 
premiums and for which he ap­ 
plied and was granted a waiver

Chronic Tetter Probably H u a Chronic Jealousy 
By MURIEL LAWRENC E 
The two Brown brothers, Fred and Ernie, live in the same town, 
but they seldom see each other. When they do meet, it is usually by 
accident on a spare week-end or some holiday when they drive out to 
sec the old folks. 
Even then. Fred can’t help showing how he feels about his younger 
brother. Looking over Ernie’s handsome new car in the drive, he will 
say, "Who’d you hold up to make the down payment on this job, 
Ernie?” 
Or when Ernie and his family have left and old Mrs. Brown tells 
her older son that Ernie's firm has given him another raise, Fred will 
comment, "Well, it won’t take that wife of his long to spend any in­ 
crease he gets . . . ” 
And his mother, just as she used to when her boys were little, says, 
“Sop teasing your little brother, Freddie.” 
When a child teases a brother or sister because he is jealous of 
him. he does not stop teasing on order. 
If we have a teaser in our family, his feelings toward his brother or 
sister should be weighed for chronic jealousy and resentment. If we 
find these unpleasant emotions giving heat to what should be. norma) 
give-and-take banter and quarreling between two youngsters, we 
should do something about them. 
Neglected, these feelings can become a wedge that drives children’s 
lives apart, so that they turn into the grownup brothers and sisters 
who say, “We don’t have much in common between us.” 
We need not worry unduly about Bill’s teasing of his little sister 
if ho usually rushes to defend her when he feels we or others are mis­ 
treating her. 
If he sometimes joins with her to protest a decision we have made, 
he Is showing us that he can shade a point of view with her. But if 
Bill’s pleasure in his little sister seems to be gained only in tormenting 
her, we must consider the probability that he does not love Elly, but 
actually resents and hates her. 
DON’T BE AFRAID OF HATE 
Because we do not like to admit this probability, Bill continues to 
be a problem. To avoid the humiliating idea that we have produced a 
child who hates our other one, we call Bill’s hateful teasing "naughty" 
or “mischevious." 
We appease our anxiety by scolding him, punishing him, saying, 
"Shame on you—a big boy of your age breaking your little sister’s doll 
dishes!" And so, because our hating child seems to reflect upon our 
training, we add more hate and more resentment to the heavy burden 
our little son is already carrying alone. 
What Bill needs, of course, is a mother who is not afraid of hate. 
If we are not afraid or shocked by hate ourselves, we should find little 
trouble in persuading Bill to discuss his feelings with us freely and 
openly. 
Once Bill discovers that his feeling does not alarm us at all, but is 
quite natural in his circumstances, he will cease to feel the need to 
take it underground. He will stop snatching Elly’s toys when our backs 
are turned: whispering taunts to her; lying blandly, "But I never 
touched her old dishes, mother!" 
If he feels he has cause to be angry with Elly, he will shout for all 
the world to hear, like the honest and independent little boy we want 1 
him to be. 
I do not know where we have gained the impression that hate j 
hould not be freely admitted, though I have heard Christianity blamed 
for it. This always amazes me, because long before psychiatrists were { 
heard of, Jesus said, "Beware of hypocrisy; for there shall be nothing ; 
covered that shall not be revealed.” 
Hate thrives in darkness and concealment. What Bill needs it help 
in bringing it up to the light where we can look at it with him.
